Tbe.v frequently returned home 
covered vátli mud, and pussy's claws 
w'lth fur, <and would lie to.gethcr in 
front of the iire; the cat often groom ­ 
ing down the dog, licking liim and 
rubbin g him diw, and the uo g g ’etting 
up and turn in g over tlu' niigroomed 
side to be finished.

•more, till the dog had to be kept in 
durance vile to save him from traps 
land destruction— the cat, nothing 
daunted, going on wdth her ]ioaeliing 
until one day she met her fate in a 
trax>, and S(> bro ug ht her course to 
an end.

I t is sometimes asserted that our 
legislatures are indifferent to m a t­ 
ters of ])ubiic concern whicli neither 
tlio politicians nor tho g re a t corpo­ 
rations arc interested in. 
A. good 
answ er to this sta te m e n t is found in 
the fact tha t more than half of tlie 
states of tlie union now have on 
their statute-books 
excellent laws 
for the protection of birds. 
These laws arc modeled, to a larg’c 
extent, on tlie suggestions advanced 
by a com m ittee of the American 
O rnithologists’ union, wlio had no 
other in terest in tho m a tte r than a 
careful preservation of ail the beau­ 
tiful and useful creatures of the air 
for the public good. 
As a rule, these s ta tute s protect 
not only game-birds, but song-birds 
and birds of beautiful plumage. The 
game-birds m ay 
be shot in their 
season, and certain birds of }>rey 
m ay be killed a t any time, but the 
other birds cannot lawfully be killed 
a t all. 
Tiieir nests and eggs also 
are protected. 
Though some of the states have 
been lacking in their d uty in this re ­ 
gard, it is safe to say tha t any one 
may assum e tha t he has no lawful 
rig ht to kill birds or collect eggs un ­ 
less be has a ])crmit to do so, in the 
in terest of science, from the prop.-r 
sta te official, or from some auUior- 
ized scientific institution. 
This is certainly as it should 
\ m 
everywhere. 
A])artfrorn ail consid­ 
erations of s e n tim e n t—which, how­ 
ever, are n a t to be di.^regarded—tlip 
g re a t m ajoriiy of birds have a de­ 
cided economic value to the coun­ 
try.

I s Val uabl e i n M o r e Ways Thaw 
One. 
In the Vvh'st Indies, the dried leaves 
and pr(‘i)ared jiortions of the stem 
arc usBtl as packing materials. Fresh 
leaves are used lo shade young cof­ 
fee or cacao seedlings in nursery 
beds, and to cover cacao licans d ur ­ 
ing ferm entation. 
The young un- 
0])ened leaves are so smooth and soft 
i L i t tln'v a ro used as ‘TlrcssingV' for 
blisters. 
In lndi:\, the dried stalk 
of the ])ianlain leaf is used as a rough 
kind of twine, and the larger parts 
'are made into small boxes for hoid- 
ing snuff, drugs, etc. 
In the 3Iaiay iieiiinsula, tho ash of 
the leaf and leaf stalk is used iristead 
•of soa;^ or fulier’s earth in wasliing 
clothes, and a solution of the ash is 
often iise’d as salt in cooking. 
In 
tho Dutch Indies, the skin of the 
])]antain 
is used 
for 
blackening 
slioes. 
The juice which Iknvs from 
all cut pa rts of the banana is rich in 
tannin, ami of so blackening a na­ 
ture that it m ay boused us an indel­ 
ible m arking iixk. 
In Java, 
the 
k*aves of the “ wax banana ’ are cov­ 
ered on the under side with a wdiilo 
powdt'r, which yields a valuable w*ax, 
elcar, bard and whiti>h, forming an 
im po rtan t article of- trade'. 
The 
ashes of the leaves, stem and fruit 
rind are 
employed in Ik'ngal in 
m any dyeing ])roei'Ssc.s. 
In Siam, a 
cigarette w*rapper i.s made from the 
leaves. 
Fiber is got from the sti'ms of 
m any Icinds of bananas. 
The most 
valuable is the “ Manila hem p” of 
commerce, 
wdiich holds the chief 
place for m aking white rojies and 
cordage. 
Old ropes made of it form 
an excellent paper-m aking material, 
much used in the U nited States for 
sto ut packing papers. 
The Manila 
hemp industry is a large one. About 
30,fiUfi tons of fiber, valued a t £ 3,- 
000,(H)0, are annually exported from 
the ITiilippine islands. 
Tlie klauila 
hemp ])lant is growm cx<^lusively in 
tho souilieastoni pa r t of tiie Phil- 
1])j)ines, and all a tte m pts to grow i t 
elsew’here have failed; DIaiiy articleg 
are made from Manila hem p—mats, 
cords, hats, plaited work, lace ha n d ­ 
kerchiefs of the fine.st textui’e, and
